While Trump’s campaign sent out emails ask- 
ing for donations — even a dollar — related to the 
sweepstakes, the fine print indicates no purchase 
is necessary to enter.

The winner and a guest will get plane tickets, a 
night in a hotel and two tickets to the Trump Vic- 
tory Dinner. The prize is valued at about $3,000, 
according to the sweepstakes’ rules. 

The Trump Make America Great Again Com- 
mittee will accept entries through 11:59 p.m. 


The entry form indicates Trump will be at Mar- 
a-Lago for two consecutive weekends this month. 
He’s already planning to be at Mar-a-Lago today 
through Monday, according to an advisory from 
the Federal Aviation Administration. 

Mar-a-Lago will hold another event Thursday 
to celebrate Trump’s first year, which will feature 
Fox News’ Judge Jeanine Pirro.

Brightline temporarily 


suspended sales as glitch 
hit reservation system

The trains haven’t even left the station, 
but South Florida’s new higher-speed train 
hit a bump Thursday. 

Within hours of opening, Brightline’s 
online reservation system fouled up, show- 
ing that tickets were sold out for weeks. 
The train service had to stop selling tickets 
until the problem is fixed. 

Brightline attributed the “glitch” to 
overwhelming demand. 

“We have temporarily suspended book- 
ing rides where train times are displaying 
as ‘sold out’ while we work through the 
kinks,” according to a statement on the 
website. 

The train is scheduled to begin express 
service Saturday between Fort Lauderdale 
and West Palm Beach, with service 
planned soon to Miami and later to Or-

Family sues 
over killing 
at airport 


Woman was among five dead 
at Fort Lauderdale-Hollywood

Delta Air Lines should 
have known better than 
to give a gun to the man 
who ended up slaughter- 
ing five people in the 
Fort Lauderdale airport, 
according to a new law- 
suit. 

Esteban Santiago was 
unruly and argued with 
other passengers on a flight to Fort Lau- 
derdale, then retrieved his checked gun 
from Delta, loaded it in a restroom and 
started shooting in a baggage claim area on 
Jan. 6, 2017, according to the lawsuit. 

Santiago’s behavior on the plane should 
have raised red flags, said attorney David 
Di Pietro, who represents the family of 
slain traveler Olga Woltering, of Georgia.
